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PREFACE. 


The  design  of  tliis  Spelling  Book  is  to  furnisii  an  ap- 
propriate sequel  to  the  Primer,  of  the  elementary  series. 
prepared  by  the  authors  of  the  present  volume. 

The  Spelling-book  now  offered  as  an  aid  to  elem(3ntary 
instruction,  has  been  prepared  to  obviate,  if  poFsible, 
I  some  of  the  difficulties  that  children  must'  encounter  in 
acquiring  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  Alphabet  and  the 
combinations  of  the  sounds  of  letters  in  forming  words. 
.Great  care  has  been  taken  in  the  selection  and  clafcisifi; 
cation  of  the  words,  and  in  the  arrangemant  of  the  lessons, 
so  as  to  lead  the  pupil  gradually  from  easy^to  more  diffi- 
cult spelling. 

In  spelling  and  pronunciation  we  have  followed,  main 
ly,  the  autl^ority  of  Dr,  Worcester,  who,  in  our  judgement, 
approaches  nearer  the  true  English  standard,  and  accords 
Ijetter  with  the  usage  of  our  best  n^itive  authors  in   the 
Confederate  States  than  any  other  fexicographer. 
,'     The  classification  of  words",  according  to  the  pronuncia- 
tion of  the  accented  syllable,  long  experience  has  taught 
us,  is  of  great  advantage  to  the  pupil.     Indeed  system  is  > 
an  important  aid  in  every  department  of  education. 

Since  we  learn  the  orthography  of  words  chiefly  that 
we  may  be  able  to  write*  them  correctly,  it  is  a-  matter  of, 
surprise  that  more  attention  has  not  been  paid  to  *sileiit  j 
i  spelling  by  writing  words  from  dictation.     The  Tnost  ex-  I

The  reading  lessons  have  been  prepared  with  a  two-foki 
object,  fir>*t,  to  aid  the  pui>il  in  learning  f,o  read,  and  se<?- 
ond,  to  he  U5«cd\*<  dict«ti«tn  exerciseh  for  rhe  slato  rr 
blackboard.  * 

Another  feature  o' this  volume,  to  which  we  would 
ask  the  special  atten-iou  of  educators,  is  the  exercises  vu 
analytical  orthijjrapby.  We  have  furnished  several  lea- 
son&  mcarly  os  specimens  The  suggestions  in  these  les- 
sons, if  applied  tr/oughout  the  entire  book  by  the  com- 
petent teacher,  wll.  fm-iisa  ,the  pupil  an  amount  of  mirv 
ute  and  accurate' infoyaation  he  may  never  derive  from 
any  '^ther  sturce.  ^\  pik  should  be  carefully  drilled  in 
the  analysis  of  one  or  more  .essons  every  week,  in  which 
Bpecial  attention  slioc  d  be  given  to  the  different  sounds 
of  Qijih  vowel  "»  .
